STEP TOWARD LAW FOR SUEZ 


A HORIBL EXAMPL 


Professional writers, including those who com- 
pose editorials, are not necessarily good speller: 
and should be in the market for simplificatio 
Let’s look at a proposal from Torch, the Smith- 
sonian Institution magazine, which would em- 
bark on a simplified spelling program in 1957 
by substituting “s” for soft “ec.” 

“In 1958,” says the Torch, “the hard ‘ec 
would be replased by ‘k’. .. . Not only would 
this klarify the konfusion in the minds of spell- 
ers but typewriters and linotypes kould all be 
built with one less letter... . In the subse- 
quent blaze of publisity, it would be announsed 
that the troublesome ‘ph’ would henseforth be 
written ‘{", This would make words like ‘fono- 
graf” 20 persent shorter in print. 

“By 1959 publik interest in a fonetik alfa- 
bet kan be expekted to have reatshed a point 
where more radikal prosedures are indikated. 
We would urge at that time the elimination of al 
double leters whitsh have always ben a nuisanse 
and desided deterent to akurate speling. 

“We would al agre that the horible mes of 
silent ‘e’s’ in our language is disgrasful. Ther- 
for, in 1961, we kould drop thes and kontinu 
to read and writ merily along as though we wer 
in an atomik ag of edukation. Sins by this time 
it would be four years sins anywun had used 
the leter ‘c’ we would then sugest substituting 
‘ce’ for ‘th’.

The U.S, like all big maritime powers, has 
a vital interest in keeping the Suez Canal 
open to everyone on equal terms. The U.S. 
also has a deeper interest. Having stopped 
the British and French in their effort to re- 
internationalize the Suez by force, the U.S. 
has the moral responsibility to see that a 
solution is achieved that all nations can 
rely upon. 

It is in the light of this duty that Ameri- 
cans must judge the canal plan which Egypt's 
President Gamal Nasser sent to the United 
Nations last week. Before one attempts to 
judge it, it is useful to review the background 
of the dispute. The canal, prior to Egypt's 
forcible s 
an international treaty ed at Constanti- 
nople in 1888, guaranteeing free access to 
the canal to all nations. Egypt, even before 
seizing the canal, violated this treaty by de- 
nying use of the canal to Israel. In 1951 the 
Security Council of the U.N. ordered Egypt 
to cease this violation. Egypt did not. 


ure last July, had operated under 


After Nasser seized the canal, the 
again took up the issue. Last Oct. 13 it laid 
down—and Egypt then accepted—six princi 
ples deemed necessary for the proper opera- 
tion of Suez, These principles were: access to 
all nations alike, Egyptian sovereignty, non- 
political operation, arbitration of dispute 
on operation, use of tolls to develop the 
setting of tolls by mutual negotiation. 
came the British-French invasion. 

Egypt has refused since to share any part 
of the canal’s management with other na- 
tions. Six weeks ago it did ask the U.S. to 
“comment” on a proposed declaration by 
Egypt, entirely unilateral (one-sided), on 
future management of the canal. The U 
has tried to persuade Egypt to liberalize this 
plan in the direction of greater international 
control. Nasser did not make all the changes 
the U.S. sought. Nevertheless Nasser has 
made certain important concessions: 
> He pledges to refer any disputes between 
Egypt and the signers of the original 1888 
canal treaty to the World Court. 
> He pledges to submit any complaints of 
discrimination to arbitration, with each party 
choosing one arbiter and the World Court 
a third; he also pledges to accept a majority 
decision of the three arbiters as “binding” 
and to carry it out in “good faith.” 
> He promises not to boost tolls more than 
1% in any year except after negotiation with 
the users, again with arbitration of disagree- 
ments provided. 

» He agrees to set aside 25% of the tolls to 
develop the canal. 

> Also, by registering the declaration with 
the U.N., Nasser gives this document, uni- 
lateral though it is, the character of an 
international obligation. 

Thus Nasser offers to the world a con- 
siderable number of pledges of specific sub- 
stance. And so far, so good. 


, 
Then 


Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge told 
the U.N. that Nasser’s plan is inadequate. 
It fails particularly, says Lodge, in ignor- 
ing the “organized cooperation” between 
Egypt and the canal users which would 
make the canal’s management truly inter- 
national and dependable. But Lodge also 
says that we can only wait and see how 
Nasser fulfills his pledges. 

Even the promises Nasser does make may 
have some holes in them. On the face of 
it his arbitration promise seems eminently 
reasonable. Yet he refused a U.S. request 
on this to stipulate that any two arbiters 
could make a quorum, The U.S. asked this 
because the World Court ruled in one case, 
where a nation had refused to appoint its 
own arbiter, that the case could not be ar- 
bitrated. Egypt conceivably could use this 
gimmick to thwart the principle of ar- 
bitration. Nevertheless, unless Nasser does 
try tricks of that sort, he should have the 
benefit of any doubt. 

Nasser is known to fear the political re- 
percussions at home if he makes any con- 
cessions to Israel. At the same time he is 
anxious to avoid the moral condemnation 
of the world and it is possible that he might 
do it if he could grant Israel passage in an 
indirect way that would “save face,” that 
is, by a World Court decision. 

In any case his plan does profess a re- 
spect for the principles of law and order 
and the sanctity of contracts. Indeed, his 
entire declaration goes out of its way to 
assert and reassert the sanctity of the orig- 
inal 1888 treaty and Egypt's intention to 
fulfill its requirements—except for the one- 
party nature of the new management. 

All this is laudable, If the world is to 
progress toward a true peace it can do so 
only as more nations accept a rule of law, 
and honor their own pledged word once 
given. To the extent that Nasser does this, 
his declaration is a hopeful sign, If he does 
not, then the U.S. will have to take politi- 
cal or military action as part of its gener- 
al responsibility to establish law and order 
in the Middle East. 


By calling off the invasion Britain and 
France made what President Eisenhower 
called “an immense contribution to world 
order.” And he added, “Also they put the 
other nations of the world under a heavy 
obligation to see to it that these two na- 
tions do not suffer by reason of their com- 
pliance with the United Nations resolu- 
tions.” That heavy obligation remains. 
The interdependence of modern nations 
and the vulnerability of their economic life 
lines are both too great for anyone to think 
that major nations can, or should, wait for- 
ever for recognition of their right both to 
existence and to an uninterrupted flow of 
their trade without blackmail from a rela- 
tively powerless nation.

FOREBEARS

The Celts, who dominated Europe for four centuries, 
left a deathless heritage to the English-speaking world

nor even a nation. Nor did they constitute a race. They were a conglom- 
erate people, whose various branches— the Goidels of Ireland and Seot- 
land, the Brythons of Britain and Brittany and subdivisions such as the 
Belgae, the Gauls and the Hel: were united by a common language 
(though with variant dialects) and a sense of kinship based on shared 
elements of thought, taste, emotion and religious belief. The Greeks 
keltoi, and like the Romans regarded them as barbarians 
somewhat superior order, Insofar as they were nomadic, un- 
warlike and egregiously untidy, the Celts were indeed bar- 
cir low material culture there lay 
deep in the C i ation, a love of learning 
and a flair for poetry and storytelling which eventually would prove their 
greatest bequest to posterity. Adaptable, inquisitive and peripatetic, they 
absorbed many of the elements of the Mediterranean civilizations with 
which they came in contact and carried them northward to the untamed 
woodlands, marshes and meres of a Europe that lagged over 2,000 years 
behind the warm lands of the Near East. The Celts were torchbearers who 
brought the light of ancient cultures to the shores of the North Atlantic 
and the mysterious islands that loomed in the mists beyond. 

Present-day knowledge of the Celts stems mainly from three sources: 
archaeological exploration, which has uncovered their settlements and 
fortresses in Britain and on the Continent; the legends perpetuated in 
Trish and Welsh folklore; and the writings of the el il Roman and 
Greek historians. Cacsar was interested in the Celts and had a good deal 
to say about them in his Commentaries. Diodorus Siculus described 
them physically as tall, muscular, fair-skinned and blond, adding eap- 
that they sometimes bleached their hair “to increase the distin- 

ishing colour which nature has given it.” He also noted that some 
affected long mustaches which “become entangled in the food and, when 
they are drinking, the beverage passes, as it were, through a kind of 
strainer.” Strabo observed that “the whole race . . . is war-mad, and 
both high-spirited and quick for battle, although otherwise simple and 
not ill-mannered. . . . In addition to their trait of simplicity and high- 
spiritedness, that of witlessness and boastfulness is much in evidence, 
and also that of fondness for ornaments. . .. And by reason of this lev- 
ity of character they not only look insufferable when victorious, but also 
seared out of their wits when worsted.”

‘inated, so far as anyone knows, in southwestern Germany 
east of the Rhine. Although the Celtic language may have existed as 
early as 1000 B.C., Celtic culture probably did not begin to take form un- 
til around 700 B.C., and it was at this time that the first great migrations 
got under way. Impelled by various factors—hunger for land and booty, 
increasing population, the pressures of neighboring people, and their own 
restless nature—the Celts began to expand in all directions. Between 500 
and 400 B.C. they moved into France, Switzerland and the British Isles, 
then flooded south across the Alps and sacked Rome in 390 B.C. By 
350 B.C. they had overrun most of Spain. A later wave swept down the 
Danube into the Balkans, then pillaged northern Greece. Thence they 
proceeded to Asia Minor and established a kingdom called Galati 

By B.C. the tide of conquest had reached its height. Their trade 
routes crisscrossed the passes of the Alps, the Danube valley and the val- 
ley of the Rhine; and it was along these commercial thoroughfares that 
the cultural heritage of Greece and Italy filtered slowly to the barbarous 
north. The mai exports were copper, gold, tin, amber, textiles 
and slaves. In exchange they received Greek and Etruscan works of art, 
bronze buckets, mirrors and, in particular, wine. The Celtic craving for 
wine rather shocked Diodorus, who observed that “they partake of this 
drink without moderation” and “when they are drunken fall into a stu- 
por or a state of madness.” 

For all their far-flung colonies, the Celts never evolved any formal 
political system. They had no cities, no central authority. Though they 
recognized the strength of Rome and were aware of their own disunity, 
they never progressed beyond the stage of tribal or clan organization, 
‘They remained a feudal society, consisting of a warrior aristocracy be- 
striding a peasant population, fragmented into tribal units, sometimes 
united but often as not involved in bloody feuds. Their truculent tem- 
perament, which seemed often to set them fighting merely to relieve the 
monotony of peace, also led them to enlist as mercenaries whenever there 
was an available war. They fought for the Greeks, for the Carthaginian 
forces of Hannibal and for the Egyptians under Ptolemy II. 

The decline of the Celts was as rapid as their rise. Within three cen- 
turies the powerful Roman legions overran Italy and Spain, subjugated 
all of Gaul. ded the British Isles and reduced the far-flung Celtic 
dominion to a mere hinterland of Rome. Yet though stripped of their 
holdings and driven back to a few remote strongholds in northwestern 
Europe, the Celts were by no means moribund. They lived on within the 
framework of the Roman Empire and left their imperishable mark on 
European civilization. 

Although the Celtic language today exists nowhere as the main lan- 
guage of a whole society, in Ireland it is used as an official tongue. Its 
traces linger on throughout western Europe—in the Gaelic of Scotland, 
in the Manx of the Isle of Man, in the Breton of Brittany and in Welsh, 
Modern French is simply a corruption of Latin (which was imposed on 
Gaul by the Romans), as mispronounced and adapted by the Celts. But 
perhaps their most precious legacy has sprung from the unique and 
essential Celtic character transmitted to their 
present-day descendants in western Europe 
—their non-conforming, rebellious and un- 
confined spirit, their humor, and above all 
their flair for fantasy and poetic expression.

ISPERSED across the face of Europe, acknowledging no central gov 

ernment, the Celts were nonetheless united by one powerful binding 
force: the priestly caste of Druids who from Ireland to Asia Minor main- 
tained intact the religious precepts and traditions of the Celtic world, Re- 
vered by tribes of Celts in every land, the Druids were more than priests: 
they were theologians, philosophers, diviners and judges of public and 
private disputes. Perhaps their strongest influence lay in their role 
teachers, Instructing entirely through memory and the 
they were the living custodians of Celtic lore and learning. As 
the Druid order spent up to 20 years in preparatory study, but on admis- 
sion were exempt from military service and received tax benefits. Only 
one of their moral precepts has been preserved: ‘To reverence the gods, 
to abstain from wrongdoing, and to practice courage.” 

A central doctrine of Cel ion, as in many of men’s f

THE RITES OF DEATH 


HE Celts were much preoccupied with death, partly because of theit 
violent way of life, partly because of their conviction of the immorta 
ity of the soul. Like many another people they envisaged the hereafter as 

a continuation of earthly existence, involving all the same hung 
pleasures and physical needs. So when a man died his family frequently 
placed with him in his grave the things he would require in the world to 
come—weapons, jewelr: . : nd win 

Although the poor were more casual about their dead, nobles and im- 


portant chieftains were often buried in full battle regalia, Many tribes 
laid their leaders to rest in the chariots that had borne them into battle 
(right). At such royal funerals a large pit was excavated in a way that 
permitted the wheels of the chariot to be depressed and the pole and 
axle to lie level with the bottom of the grave. The deceased was then 
stretched out with his head in the chariot and his feet straddling the pole. 
Sometimes his horse, harnessed and caparisoned, was interred with him.

More startling than these fiscal superlatives is the enigma of 
Welk himself. Until he was 21 he was a farmhand on his immi- 
grant father’s 400-acre place in Strasburg, N.D. He is neither 
glamorous nor especially charming. He speaks haltingly, with a 
German accent. He has no swimming pool and few worries. He 
has never in his life smoked a cigaret, drunk a drop of liquor or 
used profanity. A devout Catholic, he has been happily married 
for 27 years to a former nurse. They have three nonproblem 
children. Whence comes his success in a business where glamor, 
charm and a good neurosis are almost prime necessities? 

Welk’s TV fans say, ‘He makes us feel comfortable; we feel 
we know him so well; he’s just like we are; he’s right in our 
living room.” Welk’s detractors say his show is ‘‘ideal to read 
by, cook by or play cards by.

Welk himself has a more philosophical explanation: “I bend 
over backward to give people what they want.

RELIANCE ON H-BOMB 
AND ITS DANGERS 


AEC official argues for smaller nuclear arms to avoid ‘slow defeat 
by THOMAS E. MURRAY 


HE recent British White Paper on Defense dramatically thrust 

into the forum of public argument the central i 
ihe military uses of nuclear energy. It also defined the major focus 
of argument in this sentence: ‘The free world is today mainly di 
pendent for its protection upon the nuclear capacity of the U. 

Will the U.S. be strong enough to assume the sta, f 
thus quietly imposed upon it? Are we moving, with sufficient sure- 
ness and speed, toward the development of a nuclear capacity that 
will be adequate in all respects for the protection of the free world? 
These are the grave questions that have now been opened to publ 
discussion. I shall argue that the structure of our defense polici 
needs revision if we are to discharge successfully the full range of 
military responsibilities that we now bear. 

The protection of the free world absolutely demands that two dan- 
gers be avoided. One danger is the so-called “war of survival,” waged

with the immense new thermonuclear weapons. It is altogether pos- 
sible, as I shall explain, that no nation would survive such a In 
order to avoid this danger the U.S. has hitherto laid heavy empha 
on the production of megaton bombs. The hope has been that this 
air-nuclear-retaliatory capacity will deter an enemy attack massive 
enough to launch us into a “war of survival.” 

However. this heavy emphasis on megaton bombs has itself created 
the second danger, namely, the possibility of piecemeal defeat at the 
hands of international Communism. We know that the enemy has 
made hydrogen bombs. We must suppose he has a megaton stockpile. 
‘The umbrella of a nuclear stalemate has been raised over the earth. 
For all we know, the enemy may have assisted in raising the umbrella 
precisely in order to provide a cover for a program of cautious aggres- 
sion. In any case, we can be sure that in the perilous safety of its 
shade he will continue to act according to his nature, as a criminal

outlaw. It is not likely that his outlawry will be so outrageous as to 
pull down the umbrella upon himself and upon us in a common 
ruin. But there will be “minor” outrages, as there have been, Since 
megaton bombs are designed only for desperate uses, the dan 
is that in moments of “minor” outrage our only recourse wi 
to moral indignation. 

That is to say, we shall be defeated, on each successive ovva 

when a “minor as in Hungary. Moral indi 
tion is no substitute for the ability to protect by force the decencies 
of human life. Whatever the value of the big umbrella, we ntly 
need to have that decent, nicely calculated measure of nuclear 
force, va s a threat and valid in use, which will deter or halt 
the “minor” aggressions of an enemy who in the ultimate instance 
will yield to no other suasion than force. 
Sudden destruction or slow defeat—both of these alternatives 
must be ruled out with all the certainty that human prudence 
can ve. The ruin of the physical fabric of civilization is too 
awesome a prospect to contemplate. Even more intolerable is the 
prospect of enforced submission to the injustice of creeping Com- 
munist domination. The problem is to find the path of policy that 
will lead us between these dreadful alternatives. 

‘The presently prevailing policy of emphasis on megaton weapons 
may have saved us from sudden destruction—so far. But if we are 
to avoid the risk of slow defeat, we now need a new policy of em- 
phasis on small nuclear weapons. ‘The urgent demand of the mo- 
ment is for a program of rational nuclear armament. I have been 
using this phrase to describe a structure of policies that will result 
in a stockpile that exhibits a properly adjusted balance between 
large and small nuclear weapons—all manufactured with an 
to their military usefulnesses, as these are calculated in the li; 
of Communist military intentions. 


A path to ‘peace with justice’ 


DMITTEDLY, perils lurk on both sides of the path of mili- 

tary and moral reason to which I am pointing. Nonetheless, 
though the path is lined with perils, at least it is not headed 
straight for them. It can lead us to that measure of military se- 
curity that may legitimately be hoped for in a world where total 
security has become a vain dream. Moreo’ it can also lead us 
toward the moral goal described by President Eisenhower in his 
Second Inaugural—“the building of a peace with justice in a world 
where moral law prevails.” 

Four factors have hitherto diverted us from the path of rational 
nuclear armament. 

‘The first factor was technological. In the whole course of World | 
War II the Allied air forces let loose upon the enemy 1.5 million 
tons (one and a half megatons) of explosives.

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War IT megatonnage, Weapons technology had hit upon an “open 
nd.” The realization was quickly reached that there are no neces- 
sary practical limits to the megaton-size of H-bombs, 

As an engineer, I understand the seduction exerted by a tech- 
nological “open end.” It is the instinct of technology to exploit 
the maximum possibilities of every discovery. Weapons technol- 
ogy could not have been expected to control its own instinct; the 
control should have been imposed on it by military policy, which 
judges the usefulness of weapons. 

But here the second factor entered. Weapons technology seemed 
now to have fulfilled the military planner’s perennial dream of the 
irresistible weapon. In particular, the H-bomb seemed to be the 
ideal weapon with which to justify the doctrine of strategic air at- 
tack and thus to furnish warrant for the dominance of the air arm. 
» it happened that military policy, under the spell of its own 

n, fell captive to the technology that seemed to have realized it. 
The captivity was reinforced by the third factor—the impact of 
world events. For instance, ea made real the threat of Com- 
munist world-domination; and it raised the specter of a general 
war. In response, America had to be made “strong.” However, it 
was not a question of acquiring limited strength for limited wars. 
Korea created a popular revulsion against the very idea of limited 
war. A kind of abstract strength was wanted—the kind of “abso- 
lute” strength that would match the “supreme” threat of world 
domination. This abstract strength could now be given very con- 
crete definition in terms of the H-bomb. Further emphasis was 
thus laid on the production of these “absolute” weapons, 

The fourth factor furnished the final emphasis—the powerful 
factor of costs. The general public is likely to assume that a “big” 
bomb must cost more than a “small” bomb. Moreover, given the 
plentiful supply of uranium ore out of which bombs are made, the 
popular assumption might be that we have by this time manu- 
factured a complete collection of nuclear weapons, adapted to all 
possible uses—big weapons, and small ones, and middle-sized ones, 
all stocked and shining on the shelves. 

‘The matter is not so simple. The cost of weapons involves not 
only money and materials but also a factor called “efficiency” ii 
the use of materials. There ii of uranium ore; but there | 
is only a limited number of the plants in which the ore is processed 
into fissionable materials. Our existent industrial complex for this 
purpose represents roughly a capital investment of $6.7 billion. 
In consequence we have only a limited amount of weapons-making * 
material.

¢n quantity of material can be utilized in such a way as to 
produce a very large explosion, The same quantity of material can 
also be used in another way, to produce a smaller explosion. If 
the “effi of a weapon js to be measured in terms of the 
ratio between the quantity of fissionable material used and the 
explosive results obtained, it is obvious that the small weapon 
is less “efficient” than the big one. Consequently, the small 
weapon is also proportionately more costly, in terms both of 
material and of dollars. 

These four factors, therefore—the technological open end, 
the dream of the irresistible strategic weapon, the desire for 
abstract strength, and the factor of costs—have hitherto com- 
bined together to weight the scales of policy heavily in favor of 
the big cheap bomb, 

What been the military value of this emphasis? What mili- 
tary uses are served by these huge weapons, and by the possession 
of quantities of them? Are there limits to their usefulness? Are 
there consequently limits to the military value of a constantly 
enlarging stockpile of them? These are the next questions. 

‘The multimegaton H-bomb was born in a vacuum of military 
No one had antecedently determined its uses. After the 
event the vacuum was filled with confusion. The confusion is not 
if i ‘he multimegaton bomb fits badly, if at all, the stand- 
ards of military usefulness hitherto accepted. It is by nature a 
weapon of mass destruction. If you except certain special targets, 
such as a fleet at sea, it will perform least efficiently against clas- 
sical military objectives—troops in the field or in reserve, aircraft 
aloft, supplies, communications. It will destroy airfields, at the 
price of slaughtering the civilian population in the area. It will be 
altogether “efficient” in annihilating beyond repair the industrial 
and human potential of great cities. But this terrible “efficiency” 
is linked to no reasonable military usefulness. Most theorists to- 
day agree that the destruction of industrial potential would make 
little, if any, sense in a multimegaton war, which would be a war 
of sudden catastrophe, not of slow attrition.

'HE multimegaton weapon therefore had to create its own strat- 
It is the old strategy of deterrence and retaliation; but 
now this strategy has all the newness of the new kind of weapon 
that gives it military substance. The military value of the strategy 
lies in the intrinsic link between deterrence and retaliation. “These 
weapons will either deter you or smash you”—so runs the reason- 
ing, If there is any doubt about the intention of pursuing the second 
alternative if the first fails, the reasoning trails off thus: 

“These weapons will deter you—I hope; if not, you win.” But 
this is the classic formula for a bluff. 

America certainly does not wish to rest its national security on 
a bluff. Therefore the complementary concepts of deterrence and 
retaliation are a strategy for war. They cannot simply be accounted 
a strategy for preventing war.

arsenal are designed for use. Has anyone defined the conditions of 
necessity under which they will come into use? I do not know. 
However, to pursue the argument about their usefulness, I shall 
assume that the conditions are one day fulfilled. Nuclear deter- 
rence has failed. The Strategic Air Command is unleashed. It rep- 
resents retal n by multimegaton weapons, used in quantities, 
directed at the destruction of the enemy. We are precipitated into 
the “war of survival.” 

That is to say, we are hurled into the midst of absurdity. In the 
whole doctrine and history of war in the civilized world it is a first 
principle that “survival” should never be made the issue in war. 
Whenever the principle has been violated (in World Wars I and II) 
the result has been the climactic disaster of war, namely, the fail- 
ure of war to achieve its political and moral ends, which are peace 
with justice. In the air-nuclear age this ancient principle has ac- 
quired all the evidence of an axiom. To put the question, who will 
survive, we or they, to the arbitrament of full-scale nuclear war- 
fare is to decide that nobody shall survive, neither we nor the’ 

It might be that the belligerents could survive the almost im- 
measurable physical destruction and colossal loss of life imme- 
diately resultant from the blast and fire effects of great thermo- 
nuclear weapons used in quantities. It might even be that some 
of them could survive the effects of what is called external radia- 
tion (the immediate radiation from one multimegaton bomb alone 
will expose the population in approximately 7,000 square miles 
of territory to dangerous levels of external radiation). But under 
the conditions of unimaginable horror created by our hypothesi 
the word “survival” has already lost almost all its meaning. And 
what little meaning remains vanishes when one comes to what is 
called internal radiation from substances in the fallout. 

One of these substances is strontium-90, a radioactive product 
of nuclear fission that causes bone cancer if it is absorbed in 
sufficient quantity by the human skeleton. At the moment, by 
official American acknowledgment, strontium-90 equivalent to 30 
megatons of nuclear fission energy has been shot into the strato- 
sphere as a result of test explosions. From the total quantity 
sent aloft so far, some three to 10 units of strontium-90 will 
be deposited in human bones—particularly children’s bones— 
over large areas of the earth. 


Absurdity of ‘war of survival’ 


'HESE amounts probably are not hazardous to health. But 
they afford a standard of measurement. The 10 units are 
1/i0th of the maximum concentration considered acceptable for 
the general population, with its large numbers of children, by the 
National Committee on Radiation Protection and Measurement and 
also by the International Commission on Radiological Protection. 
How many megatons would be exploded in a full-scale nuclear 
“war of survival”? Let us say that ground bursts releasing 3,500 
megatons of fission energy would sufficiently fill out the concept 
of “destruction” that would be the shared aim of both belliger- 
ents. The consequence for the inhabitants of the belligerent coun- 
tries would be a strontium level in human bones of the order of 
50 times the maximum considered acceptable. Moreover, some of 
this lethal substance would settle slowly and relatively evenly

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over the remainder of the earth. It would find its way from the 
soil into human hones, producing strontium concentrations that 
would be between two and six times the maximum considered 
acceptable for the general population. A whole generation, em- 
bracing tens of millions of people, in Russia, in the United States, 
in all the countries of the world, would be affected. 

The figures I have used might have to be altered somewhat with 
the progress of scientific work. Some variation in the figures does 
not greatly matter. What matters is that some figures have to be 
put into the concept, “war of survival,” in order to test its realism. 
‘And when a set of not unreasonable figures is used, the concept 
blows apart into patent absurdity, 

The inherent absurdity of a multimegaton war sets limits to 
the military usefulness of immense thermonuclear weapons. In 
consequence, limits are also set to the validity of the strategy 
based on these weapons. Deterrence-retaliation may, if you wis 
be called a strategy of survival—but only as long as the deterrence 
works, as long as it sustains the nuclear stalemate. 

We must therefore have an arsenal of multimegaton weapons 
sufficiently large to give the strategy built upon them its own 
limited kind of ‘validity. But this arsenal ‘d only be a limited one. 
There is a limit, set by the absurdity of a “war of survival,” beyond 
which these “absolute” weapons hecome absolutely useless 

The military value of the giant H-bomb is also limited from 
another point of view. It is not a fit means of retaliation against 
limited military aggressions supported by conventional or small 
nuclear arms. Instead of repressing a limited and localized aggr: 
sion its use would tend to provoke the expansion of hostilities in 
the direction of that fearsome absurdity, the “war of survival.” 
But these limits, set to its retaliatory value, likewise affect its 
deterrent value. The strategy of deterrence-retaliation, as given 
military substance only by multimegaton bombs, is no adequate 
guarantee of the security of the free world against some military 
version of Communist “salami tactics.” 

We come now to a more manageable military problem. There 
are issues, short of the impossible issue of survival, which m: 
have to be settled by arms. Broadly, they ar jus 
the classical issues of war. They are always limited issues. And 
limited war is the legal institution available as a last resort for 
their settlement. In its political and moral meaning war is man’s 
ultimately resolute declaration of his fixed and firm purpose 
that he will have peace indeed but only with justice. What then 
of our preparedness to wage war, in civilized fashion, for lim- 
ited aims, by limited means?

A gauge of Soviet intentions 


OME people seem to grow nervous when the question is raised 
in this form, under reference to justice, reason and the values 
of the civilized tradition, The trouble is, they say, that the free 
world faces an immoral enemy. Recently, for instance, Mr. Donald 

rles, now Deputy Secretary of Defense. gave warning that 
it would he unwise in planning for the secur our 
country to rely on the morality or even the rationality of potential 
enemies. We must still have security even if others resort to im- 
moral and irrational acts. These have always been truisms but the 
stark facts of this air atomic age give them vastly greater force.” 

‘This distorts the whole military and moral question. Obviously 
it would he absurd to place any reliance on Soviet morality. But 
the problem is not whether we should rely on Soviet moral eyn- 
icism but whether we can diagnose Soviet military intentions. 
From the fact that the Soviet Union is immoral does it follow 
that a massive air-nuclear attack upon the U.S. is likely? And how 
likely is.it? And what would “security” mean, if the irrational 
event were to occur? In terms of the stark facts of the air-atomic 
age—especially the facts about radioactive fallout—would “'se- 
curity” be achieved by proportionately massive megaton retalia- 
tion against the Soviet Union? These are the thi we would 
like to know. 

More pertinently, an appeal to the truism that the enemy is 
immoral will not justify an idolatrous worship of ai 
retaliatory power based on greater numbers of megaton bombs, 
ilarly, a “war in outer s nace,” waged by nuclear missiles, may be 
a technological pos Is it therefore a military likelihood? 
And is it more likely than a war on the Turkish border? We cannot 
aim to be secure against every possible contingency, but only 
against the more likely contingencies. The problei m is to make a 
realistic calculation of what the immoral enemy is likely to do. and 
then to have on hand the measure and kind of force that will be 
militarily necessary or useful in stopping him from doing it. This

is our military duty; it is likewise our moral duty. Between the 
two duties there is no divorce. 

To assist in performing both duties we have the stark facts of 
the air-atomic age. We also have the fact that Soviet military 
policy has a Communist premise, and that Soviet leaders are ca- 
pable of primitive logic. The premise was stated by Mr. Khrushchev 
when, speaking with all the seriousness of the Marxist-Leninist 
faith in the dialectic of history (a faith not born of alcohol nor 
blurred by it), he said, “We will bury you.” I presume that he 
has no wish to spoil his own pleasure on the occasion by finding 
himself in the same grave. It is a fair conclusion that he does 
not intend to dig the grave with several thousand megatons of 
fission energy. 

Do not Soviet scientists know as much as we do about radio- 
active hazards? Are not Soviet strategists using the criterion of 
contamination levels in order to test the validity of their strategies 
of nuclear attack, and also to test the realism of American threats 
of retaliation? If there are any doubts about affirmative answers to 
these questions, it would be greatly in our national interest to 
clear them up as soon as possible, 

There is therefore a tenet of Communist ideology on which we 
can rely. The Communist revolution clearly wishes to put an end 
to the history of imperialist-reactionary-bourgeois capitalism. But 
it does not wish to put an end to all history—and therefore to the 
Communist revolution itself. If the Communist believes that the 
future belongs to him, can he wish to cancel it out? Unless indeed 
he be not only immoral but altogether mad. And in that case, how 
do you deter a madman, intent on chaos, by threatening him with 
the chaos that he wants 

The Communist norm of morality—the success of the revolu- 
tion—is not civilized. But it affords us a realistic, and safe enough, 
premise of military policy. From it I would conclude that Com- 
munist invasions of the order of right and justice will be limited. 
The exchange of an unlimited megatonnage of fission energy occu- 
pies no visible place in the Communist strategy of world domina- 
tion. A classless society of bone-cancer patients would hardly sat- 
isfy the dreams of Marxist messianism. 


Small nuclear weapons needed 


UR central problem therefore is to deter limited aggressions 

and to retaliate by effective but limited force, if deterrence 
fails. The question is, what have we got in the way of small nuclear 
weapons to fulfill this limited military mission of deterrence and 
retaliation? 

There is little public information on this subject. Perhaps, con- 
sequently, there is a considerable amount of public misapprehen- 
sion. The extent to which our rigid security regulations have had 
the happy result of slowing down Soviet nuclear developments 
(which in any case they cannot stop) is a matter of conjecture. 
On the other hand it could be argued that they have had the un- 
happy result of rendering our nuclear armament program unman- 
ageable by informed and responsible public opinion. Moreover,

their enforcement at times goes to extremes even within high gov- 
ernment circles. For instance, some months ago, I wished to con- 
vey certain factual information about the present and future com- 
position of our nuclear stockpile to certain members of the Na- 
tional Security Council. But it was ruled that they had no “need 
to know” the facts [ wished to present. 

However, some general information is on record in the press. 
On Feb, 5, 1957, Senators Symington, Kefauver and Flanders 
met as a task force of the Senate Armed Services Committee 
in public session. Frank H. Higgins, an Assistant Secretary of 
the Army, and Lieut. General Carter B. Magruder, Deputy Chief 
of Staff for Logistics, appeared before them. 

As reported rh Joseph L. Myler in the Washington Daily News, 
Mr. Higgins said that the job of equipping the Army with small 
atomic weapons is “progressing very nicely.” But he added that 
it is “largely a development program still.” General Magruder is 
quoted as agreeing that it will be “three to five years” before the 
Army has enough tactical atomic weapons to reduce the use of 
conventional ammunition in war by as much as

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expansion of our present industrial facilities. The size of the new 
investment in plants would depend upon the extent to which the 
output of our existent plants is directed away from large weapon 
into the needed small-weapons program. In any case, the mone: 
ent would be well spent, if its amount were measured azainst . 
ihe demands of military security, and also against the amount 
now being spent on other defense programs. 
If the small-weapons program is to be moved into the large-scale 
production phase, the first thing needed is some important change 
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in the sequence and order of our interrelated policies. At pres- 
ent the order is inverted. Military policy has allowed itself to 
be too greatly determined by technology. And the factor of costs. 
in alliance with technological factors, ‘has unduly determined the 
emphasis in the weapons program. But this is to turn the struc- 
ture of policy upside down. 

I do not underestimate the value of technology or the impor- 
tance of costs. But I do not think that these things should come 
first in the order of value and importance. Military policy should 
come first. At present il requires an extensive production program 
of small weapons. Budgetary policy should be subordinated to 
effective execution of this military policy. And technology should 
be the servant and not the master in the military house. ‘The strue- 
ture of policy should be turned right side up. 

The whole foregoing argument about weapons policies has been 
cast in pragmatic terms. I have been concerned to uncover pe 
icies that will work best for America’s security and that of the 
free world. The problem is a practical one; but it does not there- 
fore cease to be a moral problem. Morality is anchored in reality 
Often before this I have argued for the governance af our weapons 
program by a moral norm (“what is right, in terms of the civilized 
tradition of just warfare”). But the premise of this moral argu- 
ment has always been a prior practical argument—that the pro- 
gram should be governed by military values (“what is necessary 
or useful, in terms of the likely contingencies of actual warfare.” 
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‘The military duty of the U.S. is success, in the face of in 
national Communism. But the moral duty of the U is always 
justice, in the sight of God. There need be no conflict between 
these two duties. One cannot, of course, say that whatever is just 
will be successful. But one can say that whatever is not just will 
somehow fail to succeed. In the matter of nuclear war the validity 
of the latter assertion i: tested. The

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It is witl ‘tual circumstances of the nuclear age, where- 
in justice is the duty as well as success, that [ make my propos 
for a program of “rational nuclear armament.” Will this prog 
fulfill God's purpose for the world, to which America hast pledged 
sel{—in reverent parti the building of peace with jus- 
tice in a world where moral law prevails? ‘That, I believe. is not 
the question. To the extent that it is Christian this nation knoy 
that it is not required to fulfill God’s purposes on this earth, It is 
only required to be faithful to them.
